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The  old  Barton  Manor  House  in  Lancashire,  England,  of  which  Sir  Roger  Barton  was  at  one 
time  the  heir  and  occupant.  This  place  was  acquired  by  the  Bartons  about  1400  when  Sir  Ralph  Rad- 
cliffe's  granddaughter  Cicely,  the  solo  heiress  married  John  Barton  of  Holme.  The  Bartons  continued 
there  until  the  eighteenth  century.  The  place  is  still  in  fine  condition. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  love  of  my  clan  has  been  the  love  of  my  lifetime. 


When  I  was  a  young  girl,  my  teacher,  Mrs.  Margaret  Cox,  ta 
name  remembered  lovingly  and  gratefully  by  many  a  Barton  of  her 
day  and  generation)  by  her  talks  of  the  patriotism  and  sacrifices  of 


the  pioneers  of  this  land,  first  inspired  me  to  search  out  the  story 
of  my  ancestors. 


Beginning  with  Roger  Barton  who  came  to  Grand  Lake,  N.  B., 
in  1783,  I  undertook  to  make  a  record  of  all  his  descendants.  Be¬ 
fore  this  work  was  completed,  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet  Mr. 
Law  Voge,  of  Washington,  D.C.,  who  had  made  an  exhaustive  study 
of  the  genealogy  of  the  Bartons  in  U.S.A.,  where  they  paused  for 
two  generations  on  their  trek  from  Great  Britain  to  British  North 
America.  To  him  I  am  indebted  for  much  of  my  information  con¬ 
cerning  their  early  history,  both  in  America  and  in  Great  Britain. 


Also  through  Mr.  Voge  I  was  enabled  to  contact  Mr.  C.  A.  llop- 
pin,  from  whom  I  obtained  a  very  fine  picture  of  the  ancient  seat 
of  the  Bartons  in  Lancashire,  England ;  of  which  Sir  Roger  Barton 
was  at  one  time  the  heir  and  occupant. 


In  searching  out  and  recording  the  descendants  of  Roger  Barton 
I  have  had  the  constant  collaboration  of  my  dear  friend  and  kins¬ 
woman,  Mrs.  Annie  Barton  Miller,  of  Fredericton,  N.  B.  Without 
her  aid  and  encouragement  1  would  often  have  despaired  of  1  hiding 
records  of  some  of  the  Bartons  who,  in  the  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  since  their  first  settlement  in  New  Brunswick,  are 
now  scattered  to  all  parts  of  North  America. 


I  wish  also  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  Miss 
Avis  Weaver  (herself  of  the  Barton  Clan)  who  gave  so  much  of  her 
time  and  labor,  without  remuneration,  to  the  task  of  t\ping  and 
fyling  this  entire  work. 


I  realize  that  these  records  are  far  from  being  uniform.  When 
possible  to  search  family  records  1  have  been  able  to  copy  dates  as 
well  as  names,  but  much  of  my  information  has,  of  necessity,  been 
obtained  through  correspondence;  in  which  case  I  have  made  my 
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ieeorrls  exactly  as  given  me  by  the  many  Bartons  who  so  kindly  re¬ 
sponded  to  my  letters  of  inquiry. 

Since  some  records  are  incomplete  and  also  because  it  has  been 
possible  to  record  descendants  through  -the  female  line  for  one  -eu- 
eration  only  after  the  Barton  name  was  changed,  I  am  havin  .•  sev- 
ira  auk  pages  inserted  at  the  end  of  each  book  so  that  any  in- 

d.v>dual  Barton  may  add  his  own  special  notes,  pedigree  and  ‘fain- 
1I3  history  in  lus  own  book. 


In  making  a  study  of  the  race  from  the  time  of  their  early 
history  down  to  the  present  day,  I  have  been  struck  with  the  strong 
sense  of  duty  and  patriotism  which  seems  inherent  in  the  Barton 
blood.  Their  judgment  may  sometimes  have  been  at  fault  but  never 
ihoir  self  sacrifice.  They  did  their  duty  as  they  saw  it,  no  matter 
''  mt  the  cost  and  have  repeatedly  proven  the  adaptability  of  the 
Barton  motto  “Virtue  Increases  Under  Opposition-’. 

From  the  day  when  Lady  Elizabeth  Barton,  the  “Holy  Maid  of 
Kent”  was  beheaded  by  King  Henry  VIII,  because  she' dare-1  to 
denounce  him  for  divorcing  Katherine  to  marry  Anne  Boelyn,  down 
to  the  present  day  when  Bartons  are  freely  offering  their  lives  in 
defence  of  Liberty  and  Democracy,  “Duty”  lms  been  their  watchword. 

They  often  fought  on  the  losing  side,  but  always  chose  to  suffer 
defeat  rather  than  turn  from  what,  to  them,  seemed  the  path  of 
nght.  This  is  clearly  shown  when  they  fought  on  the  side  of  the 
Lancastrians  in  the  Wars  of  the  Boses:  on  the  side  of  Kin-  Charles 
'  through  tlie  English  Civil  War  and  again  on  the  side  of  the  Kin- 
<  iron-h  the  American  Revolution,  choosing  always  to  sacrifice  life 
and  property  rather  than  Principle. 

The  Bartons  of  today  know  no  such  names  as  “Roundhead”  and 
“Cavalier”  or  “Rebel”  and  “Tory’,  “Yankee’  and  “Refugee”,  but 
every  Barton,  he  lie  British  or  American  citizen  is  a  “Loyalist”.  This 
was  definitely  proven  during  the  World  War  1014— IS.  when  Barton 
Oilmens  of  the  great  Amerman  Republic,  loyal  to  the  land  of  their

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We  are  proud  to  be  akin  to  such  a  Statesman  as  Sir  Edmund 
Barton,  appointed  first  Governor  of  Australia  in  11)02,  with  such 
a  writer  as  our  beloved  Bruce  Barton,  who  has  been  an  inspiration 
to  thousands  of  his  readers,  with  such  a  splendid  sportswoman  as 
Miss  Pamela  Barton,  the  British  golf  champion. 

While  we  cannot  all  be  great,  yet  I  feel  that  anyone  with  such 
an  ancestry  ought  to  feel  an  elevating  sense  of  nobility,  inspiring 
him  to  a  life  of  rectitude  and  honor,  deserving  the  respect  of  all. 
For  this  purpose  I  would  recommend  that  Bartons  of  every  com¬ 
munity  should  hold  an  annual  re-union,  get  to  know  each  other,  and 
lay  plans  for  some  beneficient  act  which  will  make  that  place  a  bet¬ 
ter  place  because  Bartons  have  been  there.

DERIVED  FROM  ANGLO  SAXON  “BERE  BARLEY,  and 
“TURN”  AN  ENCLOSURE,  “TOWN”  A  PLACE  MORE  OR  LESS 
ENCLOSED  OR  FORTIFIED. 

Later  Barton  meant  an  enclosed  space  near  a  house. 

The  records  of  the  Bartons  in  England  go  back  to  the  Norman 
Conquest. 

THE  BATTLE  ABBEY  ROLL  (Soldiers  of  William  the  Con¬ 
queror)  contains  the  name  “Bertin”.  (See  Cleveland,  “Battle  Abby 
Roll”,  3rd  volume,  page  173-4. 

Later  it  appears  in  the  Doomsday  Book  (1086  A.D.)  as  Bcrtone. 
In  the  Lindsey  Survey  as  Bartuna  and  in  1202  as  Bareton;  in  1238 
as  Barthon;  in  a  1576  map  of  Lincolnsire  as  “Barto”  now  “Barton” 
Barton  on  Humber  is  the  only  Barton  town  in  Lincolnshire.

About  1400  A.D.  the  “de”  was  dropped  and  the  name  appears 
as  Barton. 

The  name  Barton  was,  apparently,  a  popular  place  name  in  Eng¬ 
land,  since  there  are  known  thirty-seven  parishes,  towns  and  places 
so  named. 

The  Barton  Coat  of  Arms  is  three  boars’  heads  on  a  silver 
shield,  the  boars  heads  are  red. 

The  Barton  motto  is  “Criscit  sub  ponder  virtus”,  meaning  “Vir¬ 
tue  increases  under  opposition.” 

Later  traditions  of  different  Bartons  will  prove  how  truly  this 
motto  applied. 

Rev.  Thomas  Barton,  born  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  came  to  America 
in  1751  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania  where  he  married  Esther  Butten- 
house.  Many  of  his  descendants  are  now  living  in  New  York,  New 
Jersey  and  Pennsylvania. 

James  Barton  was  in  Newbury,  Mass,  in  1688. 

Matthew  Barton  was  in  Salem,  before  1682. 

Samuel  Barton  located  in  Salem  in  1693  and  later  moved  to 

Oxford,  Mass. 

So  it  appears  that  others  of  the  Barton  name  emigrated  to 
America  and  may  have  been  relatives  of  Roger  Barton,  who  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  ancestor  of  the  Bartons  recorded  in  this  Book.

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CHAPTER  II. 

Roger  Barton,  1G20— 16SS. 

Son  of  Andrew  (See  Visitations  of  Lancashire,  1567) 

Roo-er  Barton  was  born  in  Lancashire,  England,  in  1620,  a 
descendent  of  the  Bartons  of  Barton  Manor. 

Of  his  early  history  we  have  little  knowledge  since  many  of 
these  early  records  were  destroyed  by  CROMWELL,  but  a  seiies  of 
data  collected  after  Cromwell's  death  and  known  as  “The  Visitations’ 
give  us  record  of  his  ancestors. 

It  appears  that  he  took  part  with  the  Royalists  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  English  Civil  War  (162<>— 1640)  and  after  the  execution 
of  Charles  I  by  Cromwell,  he  fled  into  Holland  with  many  other 

refugees. 

Although  he  belonged  to  the  Cavalier  Party  it  is  believed  he 
married  a  Puritan. 

He  next  appears  with  a  party  of  Hutch  emigrants  to  America. 
He  arrived  at  Manhattan  Island  in  1611  and  rented  what  is  now  the 
Trinity  Church  property;  then  the  Armeke  Jans  farm.  He  rented 
but  did  not  buy  this  property;  so  at  that  time  he  probably  was  in 
comparative  poverty,  because  the  English  Barton  properties  'weie 
confiscated  bv  Cromwell. 

At  that  period  Dutch  ships  were  larger,  more  powerful  and  bet¬ 
ter  manned  than  Brtish  ships  and  History  tells  us  that  many  British 
Emigrants  to  America  chose  to  travel  on  the  Dutch  ships;  we  also 
know,  however,  that  these  British  Emigrants  for  the  most  part 
passed  on  to  the  British  settlements  in  Virginia  and  elsewhere. 

The  fact  that  Boger  Barton  settled  among  the  Dutch  at  Man¬ 
hattan  instead  of  going  on  to  the  British  Colonies,  argues  that  he 
knew  the  Dutch  language  and  had  previously  lived  among  the 
Dutch  people.  (Douglas  Campbell’s  work  “The  Puritan  in  Holland, 
England  and  America”  contains  a  very  fine  description  of  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  Holland  on  early  American  laws,  customs,  etc.) 

He  seems  to  have  been  prominent  in  Manhattan  in  1  f>41 — 1042 
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and  then  vanishes  from  all  records.  No  trace  can  be  found  of  him 
either  in  English  or  American  records  until  1004. 

In  February  1004  he  appears  in  Long  Island  records  as  a  clerk 
of  the  town  and  is  then  apparently  prosperous. 

Once  more  reverting  to  history,  Roger  possibly  returned  to  Eng¬ 
land  to  again  take  up  the  cause  of  the  Royalists  and  after  the 
Restoration  of  Charles  II  received  the  indemnity  granted  by  Par¬ 
liament  to  Cavalier  sufferers.  This  would  account  for  his  absence 
in  American  records  and  also  for  his  later  affluence.  Although  we 
have  no  proof  that  this  is  true,  it  seems  logical. 

About  1  000  he  was  in  Brookhaven,  Long  Island  (then  belonging 
to  the  Connecticut  colony).  He  opposed  the  Dutch  claim  to  Brook- 
haven,  was  ordered  to  appear  before  the  Dutch  Governor,  apparently 
did  not  do  so  and  liis  lands  were  confiscated. 


About  1070,  he  appears  across  the  Sound  in  Westchester  County, 
and  here  he  was  assigned  land  near  the  “Borough  town  of  W  est- 
chester”  (now  in  the  Bronx)  and  died  there  in  1088.  Our  last  ac¬ 
count  of  his  activities  is  where  he  defended  the  claims  of  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Church  Property  against  the  claims  of  the  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  of  New  York  City.

Of  these  children  we  know  that  Benjamin  went  to  Buffalo,  N. 
Y.,  Joseph  (Col.  Joseph  Barton)  was  a  famous  Loyalist  who  emi¬ 
grated  to  Digby,  N.  S.,  after  the  Revolutionary  war.  . 

Elijah  remained  in  Orange  Co.,  New  York,  William  died  in 
Upper  Canada,  so  he  probably  was  also  a  United  Empire  Loyalist. 

Roger,  with  whom  we  are  directly  concerned,  came  to  Grand 
Lake,  New  Brunswick.  His  history  we  shall  next  record. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

The  Story  of  Roger  Barton,  Loyalist.  „ 

Roger  Barton  was  a  prosperous  farmer  of  Dutchess  County,  New 
Yor^  fctate,  born  1730. 

Although  he  realized  the  political  abuses  of  the  times;  true  to 
Barton  traditions,  he  felt  that  he  must  remain  loyal  to  his  king  and 
touuiry  as  did  his  noted  Grandfather  during  the  Civil  War  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  Bartons  of  earlier  British  History  who  stood  by  their 
King  and  fought  on  the  side  of  the  House  of  Lancaster  during  the 
Wars  of  the  Roses. 

The  beginning  of  the  American  Revolution  finds  him  fighting 
on  the  side  of  Great  Britain.  History  tells  us  that  early  in  the  war 
the  British  troops  were  forced  to  leave  Boston,  and  retire  to  New 
York  where  feeling  for  the  Mother  Country  was  strong. 

We  have  no  definite  knowledge  of  the  battalion  in  which  he 
served,  since  no  written  record  is  available,  but  we  do  know,  from 
stories  of  his  adventures  told  by  his  sons  and  handed  down  to  later 
generations,  that  he  was  made  a  prisoner  during  the  war  and  suffer¬ 
ed  many  hardships  besides  having  his  property  confiscated. 

Proving  the  Barton  Motto  “Virtue  increases  Under  Opposition  ’, 
lie  resolved  at  the  close  of  the  war  to  leave  his  old  home  and  emigrate 
to  Canada  with  other  United  Empire  Loyalists.  He  with  his  wife 
and  family  landed  in  Saint  John  during  the  summer  of  1783  and 
later  made  his  way  up  to  the  head  of  Grand  Lake  where  land  was 
granted  to  him,  the  record  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  Crown  Land 
Office  at  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  written  in  long  hand,  before  the  use 
of  type  was  common  and  while  our  present  Province  of  New  Bruns¬ 
wick  was  still  known  as  “Sunbury  County,  Nova  Scotia”. 

There  are  also  records  of  a  later  grant  given  by  Governor  Thom¬ 
as  Carleton,  after  New  Brunswick  had  been  made  a  separate  Prov¬ 
ince  and  records  of  grants  to  his  sons  which  are  printed  herein.

Roger  Barton  became  a  settler  on  land  on  Grand  Lake.

Descendants  of  Roger  Barton  (Loyalist) 
born  1730  —  died  1823 
and 

His  Wife,  Elizabeth  (Miller)  Barton  was  born  in  Savannah, 
Georgia.  No  record  of  her  death  can  be  found  but  family  tradition 
is  that  she  sailed  from  Saint  John,  New  Brunswick  in  a  small  wood¬ 
en  sailing  vessel  to  visit  her  relatives  in  the  United  States  and  the 
vessel  was  lost  at  sea. 

The  following  baptismal  account  has  been  copied  from  the 
Records  of  the  Anglican  Church  at  Gagetown,  tne  Shiretown  of 
Queens  County,  New  Brunswick. 

Roger  1700,  William  1705,  Andrew  1778,  Adult  persons.  Their 
names  are  Barton..

Of  this  family  only  four  remained  permanently  in  Queens 
County,  New  Brunswick.  We  find  records  of  where  William.  An¬ 
drew,  John  and  Joseph  received  grants  of  land  near  Grand  Lake 
and  have  definite  records  of  their  families. 

The  eldest  son,  Roger,  who  was  an  Ensign  in  the  Regiment  of 
the  New  York  Loyalist  Volunteers  did  not  remain  at  Grand  Lake 
with  the  other  members  of  his  family  but  went  with  thirty-eight 
members  of  his  Regiment  to  the  Nashwaak  and  took  up  land  there. 

Again  referring  to  old  deeds  recorded  in  the  New  Brunswick 
Crown  Land  Office  at  Fredericton,  is  found  the  following  record: 

“Nashwaak  Grant” 

“Sept.  3rd  17S1,  to  Daniel  Lyman  and  3S  others, 
“13,300  acres  on  the  North  River,  550  acres  of  which 
“was  Roger  Barton’s.  This  550  acres  being  the  grant, 
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‘‘share,  or  proportion  of  land  granted  to  the  said 
“Roger  Barton  in  the  Grant  of  Daniel  Lyman  and  others, 
‘‘bounded  on  the  north  by  the  lot  in  possession  of

Aft-r  holding  his  grant  for  four  years  he  probably  grew  tired 
of  pioneer  life,  sold  out  to  his  neighbor  Archibald  McLean  and  re¬ 
turned  to  the  United  States.  He  and  his  wife  Martha  lived  in  Break¬ 
neck  Valley,  New  York  State,  where  he  died  in  1817. 

After  growing  to  womanhood.  Elizabeth  also  returned  to  the 
-  United  States. 

Mr  Law  Voire  recently  pai.l  a  visit  to  Peekskill.  New  York, 
where  Uo«er  nn.l  Elizabeth  had  lived  before  the  Revolution  and  in 
M.-m-h  o'f  the  vital  records  found  the  name  “Maria  Ann  Owens, 
dub  aged  Id,  daughter  of  ElizalCh  ,  liar, on,'  .  He  then  }, aid  a 
visit  to  the  Owens  family  and  found  in  their  possession  an  old  Lilde

Dr.  Lewis  Barton  —  a  Quaker  Physician  —  lived  in  Dutchess 
County  about  that  time.  lie  doubtless  was  Joseph’s  son  Lewis,  and 
Elizabeth's  uncle,  so  it  would  appear  that  Elizabeth  made  her  home 
with  him  after  her  return  from  Canada. 


Of  Sarah  we  have  found  no  definite  record  either  in  Canada 
or  United  States. 

Our  record  now  deals  with  the  descendants  of  his  four  sons, 
William,  John,  Andrew  and  Joseph  who  remained  with  him  in  New 
Brunswick  and  became  known  as  “rIhe  Grand  Lake  Lai  tons.

WILLIAM  BARTON 


Second  son  of  Roger  Barton,  Loyalist. 
Born  1765  —  Died  October  3,  1S2S. 
Married  Jane  Burk  (No  dates  could  be  found). 


William  Barton,  first  to  be  mentioned  in  his  fathers  will ;  was 
the  eldest  of  the  four  sons  to  remain  with  him  in  New  Brunswick. 


A  tombstone  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Lower  Range  marks  the 
grave  of  William  and  Jane  Barton.  On  this  tombstone  is  also  re* 
corded  the  names  of  their  three  children,  Rebecca,  George  and  Hes¬ 
ter;  all  of  whom  died  in  infancy. 


The  remaining  children  of  W  illiatn  and  Jane  (Burk)  Barton 
are  recorded  as  follows :

On  a  previous  page  I  have  noted  the  land  granted  to  Joseph 
on  Cumberland  Bay.  This  farm  is  still  owned  by  the  Barton  family 
and  now  occupied  by  Amos  Barton  and  Mary  Barton  his  sister. 

Hannah  (Allen)  Barton  rowed  a  small  open  boat  through  Grand 
Lake  and  the  St.  John  River  from  Cumberland  Bay  to  Saint  John, 
a  distance  of  almost  100  miles,  taking  with  her  an  infant  in  order 
that  she  might  attend  her  son  who  was  ill  in  that  City.  She  died  at 
the  home  of  her  grandson  Charles  Barton  at  Cumberland  Bay  from 
infection  in  a  wound  in  her  arm  where  she  had  been  scratched  by 
a  cat  she  was  petting. 


Her  story  was  recently  told  me  by  Georgianna  Barton  Miner 
Charles  Barton’s  daughter,  who  was  her  constant  companion  during 
the  last  years  of  her  life,  and  at  her  bedside  when  she  died.  It 
seems  a  striking  fact  that  in  1940  there  still  lives  a  woman  who  dis- 

tinctlv  remembers  another  who  was  born  in  17SG.

WILL  OF  JOSEPH  BARTON. 

(Copied  from  Records  at  Gagetown,  N.  B.) 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  1  Joseph  Barton  of  the  Parish  of 
Waterborough  in  the  County  of  Queens  and  Province  of  New  Bruns¬ 
wick,  being  weak  in  body,  but  of  sound  mem  or;.  Blessed  be  God,  do 
ibis  seventh  day  of  December  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand, 
Ebdit  Hundred  and  Forty,  make  and  publish  this  my  last  Will  and 
Testament,  in  manner  as  follows.  1  first  allow  that  all  my  honest 
debts  be  paid,  and  after  which  1  leave  to  my  loving  wife  Hannah  all 
my  lands,  houses,  cattle  and  all  manner  of  my  property  so  long  as 
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she  remains  my  widow.  After  her  widowship  or  decease  1  give  to 
my  daughter  Mary  Burk  the  sum  of  ten  pounds  and  to  my  son  Caleb 
1  leave  the  lot  of  land  on  which  lie  now  lives,  situated  on  the  south 
side  of  Cumberland  Creek  for  which  he  is  to  pay  the  sum  of  Forty 
pounds.  I  also  leave  to  my  daughter  Sarah  Miller  the  sum  of  ten 
pounds  and  to  my  daughter  Jane  Hutchins  ten  pounds'  and  I  leave 
to  my  daughter  Hannah  the  lot  of  land  known  as  Lot  No.  IS,  situat¬ 
ed  on  the  south  side  of  Grand  Lake,  for  which  site  is  to  pay  the  sum 
of  sixty  pounds,  and  I  leave  to  my  daughters  Martha  and  Ann  Uie 
sum  of  ten  pounds  each  and  to  my  son  Joseph  I  leave  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  pounds,  and  to  my  said  son  Joseph,  and  to  my  sons 
Aaron,  Richard,  and  John  Masters  I  leave  the  residue  of  my  prop¬ 
erty,  viz.,  all  my  lands,  houses,  tenements,  cattle  and  all  manner  of 
movables,  Book  Accounts  and  other  incomes,  to  be  divided  equally 
amongst  them.  And  I  make  and  ordain  my  sons  Caleb  and  Joseph 
executors  of  this  my  will  and  to  take  care  and  see  the  same  perform¬ 
ed  according  to  my  true  intent  and  meaning.
